It was suggested that the 
Sheriff’s department might be in¬ 
corporated in a State police sys¬ 
tem, and that all such agencies 
as the Flood Control Department 
and the Department of Recrea¬ 
tion Camps and Playgrounds be 
similarly taken under the State’s 
wing. Gasoline tax allocations 
would be handled directly by 
municipalities, with greater re¬ 
turns to themselves in that unin¬ 
corporated areas would be com¬ 
pelled to pay for their own local 
streets. 

"One instance of the present 
unfair situation,” the Mayor 
pointed out, “is that the City of 
Los Angeles has received only 
23.39 percent of all funds made 
available to the county from 
State Motor Vehicle taxes and 
fees, although it is estimated that 
our taxpayers contributed 60 per 
cent of these allocations.”

Although official report on 
Sierra Madre’s assessed valuation 
for 1935-36 will not be forth¬ 
coming from the County Assess¬ 
or’s office for sometime, compari- 
tive figures indicate general con¬ 
ditions to be much better here 
than during the past several 
years and it is possible that the 
City Council will find opportunity 
to either equal or slice the $2.40 
tax rate of 1934-35. 

Even if real estate valuations 
are lowered over last year, as 
has been the case in other neigh¬ 
boring cities, it is expected that 
improvements, increased personal 
property and the addition of pub¬ 
lic utilities to the tax rolls will 
to a great extent compensate for 
any decrease in values. 

In line with the rest of South¬ 
ern California, Sierra Madre has 
experienced a decided building 
boom since January 1st. The 
building permit figures for the 
first six months of the year top 
those of 1934 by $10,534, totalling 
$44,146 .The local utilities values 
have already been set at $222,- 
035. While these gains are not 
expected to completely balance 
natural shrinkage in realty as¬ 
sessment values, it is probable 
that the ratio of devaluation will 
be less than last year—when the 
total valuation of $2,349,455 was 
$125,185 under the figure for 
1933-34. 

The county at large, with an 
added $200,000,000 value in public 
utilities, has a taxable wealth of 
$2,312,000,000. Improvements, per¬ 
sonal property, and stocks and 
bonds have all appreciably in¬ 
creased, but real estate has 
slumped one and three-quarter 
million under 1934. In the South¬ 
ern California area building per¬ 
mits, for the fixst six months 
of this year alone, have approxi¬ 
mately doubled over a similar 
period last year $34,258,204 to 
$15,174,247.

State Takes First 
Place In Relief 
For Needy Aged 


California’s new old age pen¬ 
sion law, of which Assemblyman 
Frank G. Martin is co-author, 
was signed Monday by Governor 
Merriam, assuring the State’s 
needy aged more liberal aid than 
is furnished by any other State 
in the union. 

Provisions of the bill include 
the reducing of the minimum 
pension age from 70 years to 
65 years and setting of a new 
maximum and minimum rate. 
The maximum pension is raised 
from $30 to $35 a month, while 
a minimum of $20 is provided. 

The new bill also provides that 
persons receiving pension may 
have interests in property to the 
assessed valuation of $3000, but 
upon death, the amount of aid 
extended becomes a first lien on 
the estate.

Insect is one consisting of a one 
per cent solution of nicotine sul¬ 
phate in water, and a pyrethrum- 
oil spray which paralyzes the 
spider. Creosote is highly effec¬ 
tive, acting as a repellant, accord¬ 
ing to Farm Advisor M. B. 
Rounds. 

Despite the alleged bad reputa¬ 
tion accorded the Black Widow, 
recent newspaper dispatches from 
the mid-west told of a newspaper 
reporter who spent 12 unavailing 
hours trying to get one of the 
spiders to sting his hand. News¬ 
paper reporters, however, are 
probably the only people that 
could succeed in getting away 
with this. 


B EWARE! Having Just eaten 
her husband, Mrs. Latrodec- 
tus Mactans now has taken 
up watch over her unhatched 
brood, and is in consequence very 
nasty of disposition and not to 
be trifled with. 

Death lurks in her bite, and 
she is apt to be encountered in 
empty tin cans, under rubbish 
piles, in the woodshed, or even 
under the icebox—’’She’’ is the 
Elack Widow, spider with the 
orange-colored hour glass mark¬ 
ing on the stomach. 

Strangely enough, the Widow’s 
daintily tinted egg sack is more 
poisonous than she herself. The 
juice from a crushed sack, if it 
gets on an open scratch on the 
skin, is deadly as rattlesnake 
venom, according to Dr. J. L 
Pomeroy, county health officer. 

In describing first-aid methods 
for the bite of the spider. Dr. 
Pomeroy states: 

“First apply a tourniquet above 
the bite, using a nicktie, hand¬ 
kerchief or piece of cord. Make 
a cross incision at the bite with 
a sharp, sterilized knife, and 
suck the poision out, preferably 
with a rubber suction pump 
Every fifteen minutes release the 
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Get a doctor as soon as possible 
and have him take you to the 
General Hospital where anti¬ 
venom is on hand.” 

Pomeroy goes on to explain 
that less than one person out of I 
100,000 is bitten every year in j 
the county, and that only one 
person in a million dies from the i 
bite. Of the 22 persons bitten i 
last year, two of them died.

Photo electric observations of the 
total light reflected at various 
phases were made through a 10- 
inch telescope atop Mt. Wilson.

California Enacts Country’s 
Most Liberal Debt 
Relief Measure

S HAKESPEARE’S Shylock, if 
he suddenly dropped into 
California, seeking his tra¬ 
ditional pound of flesh, would un¬ 
doubtedly catch the first boat 
back to his native Venice—after 
a brief reading of California’s 
new mortgage and trust deed 
moratorium act! 

For the 1935 State Legislature 
played Portia to California debt¬ 
ors in the grand manner, enact¬ 
ing one of the most liberal pro¬ 
grams of debt-relief legislation 
in the entire country. 

The program is so liberal, in 


debtors who comply with the 
court’s orders and keep up their 
tax and insurance payments are 
protected from foreclosure for 
the duration of the moratorium 
The law provides that debtors 
may seek relief under its pro¬ 
visions as long as ninety days 
after foreclosure proceedings have 
been instituted. 

Also of importance to farmers 
and others in the trying period 
of depression-convalescence is a 
new law giving taxpayers the 
right to pay delinquent taxes on 
the installment plan without pen¬ 
alties. This tax-relief act will be 
in effect until April 20, 1936, and 
will enable property owners to 
redeem their properties by pay¬ 
ment of ten annual installments 

By eliminating penalties of in¬ 
terest on delinquent taxes, the 
law will materially cut the costs 
of redeeming properties, permit¬ 
ting thousands of property own¬ 
ers to make a new start and 
greatly reduce the delinquent tax 
in the State.

IRRIGATION IN THE GARDEN 

By Jessie Ward Rus^ll 
Landscape Gardener 

W ATER HYDRANTS should 
be spaced at convenient 
distances about the garden 
so that every nook can be 
reached witli a 50 foot hose. The 
j pipelines that are used to convey 
| the water to the hydrants should 
I not be smaller than three- 
quarter-inch. 

Whether the watering will be 
done with a hose or by an over- 
1 head sprinkling system wili de¬ 
spond on the amount one can af¬ 
ford to invest, the pressure of 
the water available and the kind 
, of plants being grown. Small 
■ seedlings can be watered with a 
j sprinkling can. Lawns are most 
easily watered with an automa¬ 
tic sprinkling system. Border 
I plants in the garden can be 
sprinkled with a hose, though an 
\ overhead sprinkling system can 
he used. 

Shrubbery and fruit trees are 
usually irrigated _by allowing the 
water to flow from the hose into 
tsins about the trees. However, 
t hey can be watered by overhead 
sprinklers that are high enough 
to throw the water over the 
hrubs or trees. Sprinkling the 
foliage of plants and trees with I 
orchard sprinklers will help a lot; 
in keeping down pests of all j 
kinds as the water washes the j 
foiage. 

So many people think that it 
is bad practice to water during 
the heat of the day. Our ex¬ 
perience has been that it matters 
very little what time of day you 
water, that if a plant or a lawn 
is suffering for water, stop and 
water it right now even if it is 
during the noon hour on the hot- 
te t day of the year. The water 
cannot possibly do as much dam- 
ngo to the plants as the heat is 
doing when they are dry, and 


we can not see that the water 
does any damage anyway. 

All kinds of plants do not re¬ 
quire the same amount of water. 

Few plants will grow without 
any water at all but there are 
many that we call drought-re¬ 
sisting plants. These kind ol 
plants usually do not like to be 
planted in lawns or other places 
where they get water everyday. 
Some examples of this sort of 
plants are Acacia trees, Heather, 
and Diosmas. 

However, most plants like lots 
of water and grow fast accord¬ 
ing to how much they get. As 
plants can only take up food In 
the liquid form as sap, you can 
readily see how plants that have 
only enough moisture to keep 
them alive cannot grow.

; fact, that both courts and citi¬ 
zens should take unusual precau¬ 
tions to guard against improvi¬ 
dent and unscrupulous debtors 
abusing their new privileges and 
undermining the State's whole 
credit structure. 

Debt-burdened farmers, fight¬ 
ing for a new foothold and new 
security, probably will benefit by 
the debt-easement legislation as 
much as any gToup in the State. 
But the farmer, too, would be 
among those hardest hit if abuses 
were permitted which destroyed 
confidence in the credit system. 
Thousands of farmers would be 
utterly unable to operate their 
I properties if they were barred 
from securing loans during the 
planting and harvesting seasons 
and California agriculture should 
lead the way in preventing any 
further breakdown of credit. 

In the final analysis, the re¬ 
sponsibility for destroying or 
strengthening confidence in Cali¬ 
fornia credit will rest with the 
individual— the borrower! The 
Legislature went the limit in an 
effort to ease the burden and 
provide relief. And California 
farmers, together with other 
debtors, must also go the limit 
in meeting their obligations as 
rapidly as possible and restoring 
confidence in their responsibility 
and integrity. 

The new mortgage and trust 
deed moratorium law, which wil) 
remain in effect until February, 
1937, continues all of the basic 
principles of the temporary mora¬ 
torium act passed at the Janu¬ 
ary session of the Legislature 
and, in addition, broadens sev-

Easing the burden will still 
further, the Legislature also en¬ 
acted a series of bills which will 
result in substantial savings in 
crop mortgage costs, due to 
eliminations and reductions in 
filing and recording fees on crop 
and livestock loans.

Calavo growers of this and 
other Southern California com¬ 
munities have received a total of 
over a quarter of a million dol¬ 
lars more for their 1935 crop to 
July 1, than for their 1934 crop 
to the same date, rpveals the 
growers’ marketing cooperative 
today. 

Avocados marketed from last 
October 1 to this July 1 have 
netted growers a total of $609,- 
172.00, compared with $230,- 
678.00 for the same period of 
last season. These returns include 
pool payments, partial operating 
refund, revolving fund but not 
the final operating dividend that 
is usually netted by growers at 
the close of the fiscal year over 
all fruit handled during that sea¬ 
son. 

Fuertes comprised 75 percent 
of the entire tonnage of all va¬ 
rieties produced to July 1 and 
marketed through the growers’ 
cooperative. Of the 12,459,369 
pounds produced and marketed, 
9471,267 pounds were of this 
one variety.
